In response to the Detailed Action notice mailed on May 18, 2004, Applicant respectfully 
submits the following remarks. 



Claim 1 Rejection - 35 U.S.C. S 102(b) 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Hume (US 
5,542,857). Claim 1 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Reedy 
(US 4,804,343). Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claim 1 based upon Hume and 
Reedy. Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 1 is not anticipated by Hume for at 
least the reasons set forth below. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests allowance of claim 
1. 

1. Anticipation of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C, § 102(b) by Hume
